This petition was supplemen- 
ted by a petition signed by 191 citizens 
of the county, from Oxford township. 
New Oxford anil Gettysburg recom- 
mending the appointment of Mr. Fink 
and feitifying to his eminent fitness 
lor the r.osition. 
AY. 0. ..neely. Es^j. 


presented the application of about 25 
citiiens suggesting the name of Philip 
Croup of Huntington township for the 
position and also a second application 
which had been sent him suggesting 
the nameof Michael Rebert of East 
Berlin. 


After conference of the judges, Pres. 


Judge Swope said that several other 
names had been suggested tothe court 
by letters and that every name men- 
tioned by petition and letter were of 
the very best citizens of the county, 
who could and would creditably fill 
the position. 


Judge Swope stated that after he 


learned of the death of Commissioner 
Group he had spoken to a representa- 
tive of the present board, saying that 
if the board could agree to name one 
to succeed Mr. Group they should do

so. That it was his desire to name a 
successor 
whom the present 
board 


would desire, as one they knew who 
would act amicably along the lines of 
the work of ilie present ioard. The 
Court said this viewwas taken by rea- 
son of the act of 18-4 which provided 
that the surviving commissioners and 
Court should unite in making the ap- 
pointmentaiid though that Act was re- 
pealed by the Constitution of 1S74 
yet the wisdom of the old Act was ap- 
parent, that the new appointment 
should be one entirely harmonious to 
the existing ocard. 
in view of the 


suggestion of the Court to the board 
of commissioners and their action on 
same by the recommendation of Mr. 
Fink, and the excellent character of 
Mr. Fink, attested by the long list of 
signers of his neighbors, the Court 
said the judges would appoint David 
H. Fink to fill the unexpired term of 
Mr. Group.

from the Emperor to begin the work of 
establishing 
C h r i s t i a n missions 


through the Hermit Kingdom. 


Later he returned to Japan and help- 


ed to establish the Anglo-Japanese 
College and the Philander Biblical In- 
stitute at Tokio.

isterial delegate to the General Con- 
ference of the Methodist Church in 
New York. ??OOD afterward he estab- 
lished the Maclay College of Theology 
at San Fernaudo, becoming dean of 
the institution.

Thei-e days aud tlie i n t e r v e u i u g 


period are considered tiie most tacred 
lime of the year by the Jews. Those 
who have been indifferent to their re- 
ligion* duties, having neglected to at- 
tend divine worship, will surely be 
found iu the synagogues during the 
observance 
of these holidays. The 


New Year, according to tradition, is 
the day God is supposed to have cre- 
ated the world, aud it has been 0,668 
years «iuce then, according to the 
Jewish calendar. 


By orthodox Jews the Day of Atone- 


ineut is known ae the "Fearful 
Day." 


They spend it in fasting, praying aud 
doing penance. In the reformed syna- 
gogues the New Year and the Day of 
Atonement are celebrated by special 
musical exercises aud special sermons. 
A special feature of the New Year's 
celebration is the blowing of the ram's 
horn, known in Hebrew ae the Bhofar. 


On Atonement Day services will be 


held continuously in all synagogues. 
In fact, the celebration of the Day of 
Atonement begins the day before, iu 
order to prepare the mind and body to 
forget the material things of life aud 
to direct them to the spiritual. 


Between New Year aud the Day of 


Atoueinent it is customary to visit the 
graves of departed relatives and to 
pray for the repose of their souls. 
{Special prayer services at the ceme- 
teries connected with the synagogues 
will be held Sunday. September 15. 


In the Jewish calendar there are two 


"New Years." The first, known as 
the Passover, comes iu March, and is 
the beginning of the religious year. 
From this date all religious holidays 
are reckoned. The 
New 
Year of 


September 9 marks the beginning of 
the civil year. 


The New Year is known iu Hebrew 


as the Rosh Hashauah. arid is the 
first day of the month of Tishri. The 
Day of Atonement is called the Yom 
Kippur, or Youa Hakkipuriin, aud is 
the tenth day of Tishri.

A Most Important Discovery. 


The excavation in the Valley of the 


Tombs of the kings at Thebes, which 
for the last few y e a r shave beeu 
financed and directed by Mr. Theo- 
dore M. Davis, of Newport, R. I., oil 
behalf of the Egyptian government, 
have led to tbe discovery on January 
9, 15)07. of the tomb of Queen Thiy, the 
wife of Amenhotep III, and mother 
of tbe '-Heretic Kiug" Akhnatou. It 
will be remembered that in 1905 the 
discovery of the tomb of Yuaa aud 
'llniaa. the father and mother of Queeu 
Thiy. rewarded Mr. Davis's labors : 
and it has thus been a matter of par- 
ticular satisfaction both to Mr. Davis 
and to the government that the same 
excavations should now have brought 
to light the tomb ol the great <iueen. 
Everyone who has studied ancient 
Egyptian history will readily admit 
that the reigns of Queen Thiy, her 
husband, Amenhotep III., aud her 
sou, Akhnatou. form one of the most 
absorbingly 
interesting periods of 


human history in early days. Akhna- 
ton has aptly been called tbe first in- 
dividual in history ; that is to say, the 
first person into the workings of whose 
mind one may now look ; aud it is 
generally admitted that his character 
was formed under the influence of his 
mother, Queen Thiy. The finding of 
the tomb of this great queen may 
therefore be said to be the most im- 
portant discovery as yet made m these 
excavations.—From A r t h u r E. P.

An Ordinance 


TO AMEND SECTION FIVE OK AN OR- 
DINANCE ENTITLED "AN ORDINANCE 
REGULATING THE GRADING. GUT- 
TERING, CURBING AND REPAIRING 
OF SIDE OR FOUT-W ALKS." APPROVED 
THK FOURTH DAY OF AUG., A. D., W*. 
Section!. Be it ordained and enacted by 
tbe Burgess and Town Council of tbe Bor- 
ough of Gettysburg, and it is hereby ordain- 
ed and enacted by tbeautbority of tbe same, 
tbat section five of an ordinance entitled "An 


. wbicb reads as follows: 
"Section 5. The width of the pavements, 
side or foot-walks from the building line to 
tbe curb line on each «Ide of all street* shall 
be according to the width of the street and 
as follows: On streets eighty feet m width 
twelve feet; on streets sixty six feet in width 
eleven feet, and on streets fifty feet in width, 
nine feet. Provided that in front of unim- 
proved lots and on such lots where the 
building WIB back so tbat no porch, steps < r 
other poitioD of tbe building pi ejects beyond 
tbe building line, tbe pavement may be six 
feet in width and laid next to the curb. And 
provided further that in the built-up portions 
of the Borough the Council may require the 
pavements in front of such lots to bo laid tbe 
full width," shall be amended to read as fol- 
lows: 
Sections. The width of the pavements, 
side or foot-walks from the building line to 
the curb line on each side of all streets shall 
be according to tbe width of tbe street and 
as follows: On street* eighty feet in width 
sixteen feet, six feet of pavement shall be 
laid in the middle of the said sixteen feet 
and the five feet on each side of the six feet 
of laid pavement shall be kept in grass; on 
streets sixty-six feet in width, eleven feet, 
aud on stree's fifty feet in width, nine feet. 
Provided, that In front of unimproved lots 
and on such lots where tbe building sets 
tack sotbat no porch, steps or other portion 
of the building projects beyond the building 
line, the pavement may be six feet in width 
and laid next to the curb, except on streets 
eighty feet in width where tbe pavement 
shall be laid as provided above. And pro- 
vided further that In tbe bnilt up portion of 
the borough, the Council may require the 
pavements in front of such lots to be laid the 
full width.
